| didn’t go to camp that year. At times it 
seemed as though she should have gone, but 
she still seemed to be keeping the healthy 
start she obtained the year before 
Then came the summer of 1932. Helen 
| planned to go to the camp once more. She 
was underweight again and her eyes had lost 
their sparkle. But another member of the 
family was taken ill and Helen was needed to 
help her mother. The eight weeks period at 
the health camp came and passed. A total of 
74 children, from all parts of Essex county 
spent happy and health-giving days at the 
camp among the pines at Middleton—but 
Helen was not with them : 
And not long afterward she was examined 
by the doctor. Then it was too late for the 
health camp to do her any good. She had 
tuberculosis and treatment at the sanatorium 
was the only hope for her complete recovery 
The health camp could have saved her as it 
lhas saved hundreds, because the health

Andover’s school teachers and the other 
school department workers were the victims 
of the salary slashing ax when Tuesday night 
the school board voted an eight percent cut 
effective January first. The eight percent 
combined with the two weeks’ pay that the 
teachers are donating to the Emergency 
committee amounts to about a ten percent 
reduction 


This is the second cut in town salaries in 
the last few weeks, the other being a decre: 
in the hourly wage paid the laborers at the 
Spring Grove cemetery. Whether or not the 
other departments will cut is a matter of 
conjecture. Sentiment in town seems to be 
fairly evenly divided on the wisdom of a cut, 
but the exact feelings of the townspeople will 
not be known until town meeting when the 
salaries of the elective officials will probably 
be taken up for consideration. 

Basedon the salaries of teachers, superin- 
tendents, and janitors in the 1931 town.report 
this cut will mean a saving to the town of 
something over $9000. The salary of the 
Superintendent of Schools is also included, 
although law requires giving superintendents 
a year’s notice of a decrease. Mr. Sanborn 
however waived this requirement. Principal 
Hamblin’s salary as paid by the town will also 
be included, but he also receives $500 from 
the Punchard trustees and no action has been 
taken on this by the trustees. Likewise no 
action has been taken on the $2600 salary 
paid by the trustees to Mr. Mervin Stevens 
of the high school faculty. Both these matters 


| are taken care of by the trustees. 


At the meeting Tuesday night there was 
some discussion as to increases for service and 
for professional study, but no action was 
taken. According to information advanced at 
the meeting, one small group of teachers is 
paying less for board and room than before. 


A counter proposal to the eight percent 


| motion was made at the meeting but was not 


seconded. This proposal called for a five per- 
cent cut and was suggested in view of the 
fact that we should keep the level of the 
Andover salaries where it would attract and 
keep the highest type of teachers, and another 
reason advanced for the suggestion was that 
the teachers had cooperated in giving a sub- 
stantial part of their salaries. Prior to the 
making of the motion Chairman Francke 
surrendered the chair to Claxton Monro. 

The final budget will be ready at the meet- 
ing in February. Mr. Monto reported that the 
finance committee had questioned two or 
three items in the preliminary budget when 
he presented it to them last Tuesday night. 
Among the costs questioned were textbooks, 
pencils, and repairs and plumbing.

Cost of Books 


The question of the cost of books was 
brought up last week when the school de- 
partment budget was presented to the 
finance committee. This is a point on 
which there has been much misunder- 
standing, due mostly to a lack of knowl- 
edge as to just what the books used in 
the schools cost. Probably the appropri- 
ation for books should be cut down the 
same as all the other appropriations, but 
it certainly should not be overcut. Chi- 
cago once decided to cut down their city 
expenditures and the officials felt that 
the school book appropriation would be 


1 good place to cut. Like most people, 


| however, they failed to realize that the 


cost of books is but a very small portion 
of the school budget, and when they 
were finished cutting, they discovered 
that they had taken away about five 
limes the actual cost of books. In An- 
dover in 1931 the school department 
appropriation amounted to $150,344 
and only $2275.52 of this was spent for 
books. This was one of the smallest items 
in the budget. Janitors’ supplies cost 
nearly as much, 


The Salary Question 


Several complaints, direct or indirect, 
were heard as the result of the Towns- 
man’s printing the salaries of some of 
the town employees last week. Of course 
the Townsman is sorry if anyone was 
hurt by having his or her salary printed, 
but at the same time it must be admitted 
that the taxpayers as employers have an 
unqualified right to know just what they 
are paying their help, whether in the 
town house or in the public schools. The 
people who one would expect would not 
like to have their salaries printed are 
those who receive ridiculously low sti- 
pends, but in this ease the complaints 
concerned those who were receiving un- 
justifiably high salaries. The trend of the 
times seems to be toward cutting public 
employe salaries, and now that the 
school teachers have been given a cut 


| there will be many people who will say, 


“The teachers took it; why not all of the 
town employees?” This cut will hurt 
many of the teachers; any future cut is 


| likely to mean hardship in the families of 


some of the town employees. Andover 
must proceed with caution, then, when 
it considers decreasing the salaries of the 
town employees. That is why the Towns- 
man feels that the people of Andover 
should be told what each and every 
person in the town employ is receiving. 
There are some employees who should 
not have their salaries cut at all; there 
are some who should receive a big cut. 
If the Townsman can help Andover by 
pointing out inequalities in town sal- 
aries, by showing that there are some 
officials who are being paid too much for 
a job requiring little effort, time, or 
responsibility, and by printing the sal- 
aries of those who are underpaid, it is 
certainly going to do it. The Towns- 
man’s task is not to hurt anyone. If 
without telling the people that there are 
inequalities, the Townsman went ahead 
and advocated a flat reduction in sal- 
aries, some of the Lown employees would 
be even more underpaid than they are 
now. If on the other hand the paper fol- 
lows the policy of telling the Laxpayers 
just how much of their money ts paid 
each official, it is fulfilling its duty to the 
town, taxpayers and employees alike. 
Readjustment rather than reduction ts 
what Andover needs.
